F THE colonists had known any­ 
thing of free verse, radio, stunt 
flying or esthetic dancing, it is 
likely some savant would discover 
that George Washington had been 
an adept at all of them.

in the American Mutual Magazine 
for February, published at Boston, 
Carl Holliday, professor of Amer­ 
ican Literature at the University 
of Toledo, tells of “When Wash­ 
ington Became a Doctor." 
The time was April 3, 1776. The 
place was Concord, Mass. 
The oc­ 
casion was the annual commence­ 
ment of Harvard University, then 
a college and temporarily moved 
from Cambridge to Concord. 
The 
reason, prophetic of similar awards 
following the late war, was the 
University’s gratitude for Doctor 
Washington’s having, the preced­ 
ing month, compelled the British 
to 
evacuate 
Boston 
and 
Cam­ 
bridge. 
The doctorate itself was 
hat of laws, “the law of Nature 
and Nations, and the Civil Law." 
One Predecessor 
The degree had been bestowed 
but once. 
It was given then to 
John Winthrop, one of the most 
profound students in America. 
Washington, 
Doctor 
Holliday 
states, was “totally Innocent of 
any ^higher learning,’ " but the 
University authorities had conclud­ 
ed possession of his qualities of 
leadership and their exercise were 
at the time far greater wisdom 
than an ability to construct “para­ 
digms 
of 
nouns 
In 
the 
Greek 
tongue." 
They were prompt in 
demonstrating their belief. 
The document conferring the de­ 
gree is quoted below and in itself 
makes a unique and worthy tribute 
to the Father of His Country at a 
time when his natal day is being

grown-up child: 
"The

Harvard 
College in Cambridge, New Eng­ 
land, to all the Faithful In Christ, 
to whom these Presents shall come 
“Greetings. 
“Whereas

Purpose, That men eminent for 
Knowledge, Wisdom, and Virtue, 
who have highly merited of the 
Republic of Letters and of the 
Common wealth, should be reward­

with 
the 
Honors 
of 
these 
Laurels; there is the greatest Pro­ 
priety in conferring such Honors 
on that very illustrious Gentleman 
George Washington, Esq.; the ac­ 
complished General of the Con­ 
federated 
Colonies 
in 
America, 
whose knowledge and patriotic Ar­ 
dor are man!feet to all. 
Who for 
his distinguished Virtue, both Civil 
and Military, in the first place, 
being elected by the Suffrages of 
the Virginians, one of their Dele- 
*ates, exerted himself with Fidelity 
and singular wisdom In the cele­ 
brated Congress of America for the 
Defense of Liberty, when in the 
utmost danger of being for ever 
lost, and for the Salvation of his 
Country; and then, at the earnest 
request of that Grand Council of 
Patriots, without hesitation, left 
all the pleasures of his delightful 
seat in Virginia, and the affairs of 
his own Estate, that through all 
the Fatigues and Dangers of a 
Camp, without accepting any Re­ 
ward, he might deliver New-Eng- 
land from the unjust and cru**’ 
Arms of Britain, and defend the
